LONDON.— Limehouse, the fam­ 
ous underworld center of England, 
is now infested with gangs of boot­ 
leggers whose business is to keep 
supplies of liquor pasing through 
the cltyaon their way to the United 
States m d other nations given over 
to prohibition. 
This waterfront section seems to 
have become the center of boot­ 
legging over night, and the head­ 
quarters of the gang once estab­ 
lished in the Bahamas, as well as 
others which worked out of Scot­ 
land and from vantage points along 
the coasts of Norway and Finland. 
Every week, it is said, thousands 
of gallons of liquor are handled 
by these men, and their ships are 
busy passing up and down the 
Thames. 
They work with a certain 
amount of stealth and cunning 
which keeps them within 
the 
law. 
Their methods do not appear to 
arouse unusual interest and they 
are left more or less to themselves. 
One of the newcomers to “Rum­ 
runners’ Row,*’ says a leading Lon­ 
don newspaper, who 
has 
shifted 
from the Bahamas, is a mysterious 
“Captain Candid,” formerly a ship- 
broker. He is said to have an ex­ 
tensive organization, to own sever­ 
al ships, and to have established his 
headquarters in one of the public 
houses of Limehouse.

structing the country, is accredited 
with

which within 15 months has made 
the country one of the most stable 
and prosperous on the continent. 
The earl declared th at the league 
of nations had firm ly fixed itself as 
a necessity, “ By its capable carry­ 
ing out of its A ustrian policy with 
wisdom, with caution and with cour­ 
age, the league has justified its 
existence once again,” he said.

In their eagerness for conquest the 
warring nations on either side'had to pass through Palestine 
and the Hebrew nation was between the upper and nether 
millstones. Besides these there were the smaller kingdoms of 
Moabites, Ammonites, Edomiies and Philistines. The military 
prowess of David conquered the smaller nations and after con­ 
solidating the country, extended its boundaries from the Red 
Sea on one side to the Euphrates on the other.

was David’s work done that Solomon, his successor, was able 
to hold it together with very little effort until his excesses and 
extravagances roused opposition in the closing days of his 
reign.

TULSA, Okla., April 25.— A call 
for hundreds of harvest hands to 
aid northeastern Oklahoma farmers 
this year has been issued to adjoin­ 
ing states by J. A. Malone, Tulsa 
county farm agent. 
“It is nearing the time for farm­ 
ers to begin their summer harvest 
and an early appeal for laborers 
will be necessary this year,” he de­ 
clared. 
The call for workers has been 
sent through 
Kansas, 
Arkansas, 
Texas, 'Missouri and other parts of 
Oklahoma. Harvesting usually com­ 
mences the latter part of June and 
ends in August or September. There 
are about 200 more farms in north­ 
eastern Oklahoma this year than 
last, Malone said, and unemploy­ 
ment this summer will not 
be 
so 
general as it was last year. 
The agent said th a t m igration of 
laborers from other states had been 
very light this spring and th at un­ 
less a call for harvest hands had 
gone out early a scarcity of hands 
probably wrould develope. N ortheast­ 
ern Oklahom a, he said, wrill need 
about 1 0 0 0 men for the harvest. 
Farm reports indicate there will 
be no increase in wages this year 
“W eather conditions so far this
